—The United 
States battleship Maine was blown up 
last niirht by a Sfninisii torpedo in Ha­ 
vana harbor and not by an accidental 
e.vj)losion. 


All telcirraphic communication be­ 
tween Cuba and the United States was 
cut ofT this niornin«^ and there are fears 
that the shadow of war has spread it­ 
self over this country. 


The Central Cable company has re­ 
ported to the Postal teletrraph company 
that its wire under the Atlantic was 
cut this morninyf in some mysterious 
way. 
At what point the wire is sev­ 
ered is not known. 
It was prol)ably 
cut for the purpose of makiuir commu­ 
nication slow 
betwtien Havana and 
Washiniiton 


(-’aptain Summer, who is in charge of 
the Brooklyn navy yards, declares that 
it is impossible that 
the e.vplosion 
could have been an ai'cident. 
The ac­ 
cident idea is fast losing its credence 
and the disaster is looked upon as a 
Spanish plot, as is also the cutting of 
the cable.

morning before communication was cut 
otT announced tliat 2')0 of the crew and 
two oiVcers \ver<* killed o\itright. 
The 
sharks are devouring the bodies of the 
slain and but few will ever be recover­ 
ed. 


The opinion of naval ollicials is that 
a .Spanish torpedo was e.xploded under 
the bow of the warship, and th at the 
disaster was thebeginnlngof hostilities 
by Spain.
